Dominating Voice. 

Throughout the meetings of the con- 
gress working committee. here Gandhi 
has exercised a dominating voice, -in- 
sisting” on the maximum conditjons 
from the British empire 
enter negotiations for peace. 

The chances of the Indian round 
table delegates: t@ alter the mahatma s 
decisions are regarded here as slight. 

Talking with a representative of 
the Associated Press after todays 
meeting, Gandhi said all members of 
the committee were unanimous in in- 
sisting that the present civil disobedi- 
ence movement cannot be withdrawn 
or slackened unless government offi- 


cials call off the repressive measures 


against the congress activities, 
‘It is obvious that a mass 
ment like the present one cannot sud- 
denly and without reasonable hope of 
a final peace settlement be merece 
ner can it be called off unless 
of settlement is shared by the vast 
mass of the people,” he continued. 
“This can never happen so long as 
the government’s repression in its 
present virulent form continues.” 
Numerous Instances. 
Gandhi cited numerous instances in 
which he alleged repressive acts by 
police, adding: “I don’t see how it 
is possible to conduct peace negotia- 
tions with such repressions fouling 
the atmosphere hour after hour.” _ 
The working committee in one of its 
resolutions today said: 
“The public is reminded that pick- 
eting of foreign cloth, drink and drug 
shops is in itself no part of the civil 
disobedience movement but is an exer- 
cise of ordinary rights of citizens 
so long as it remains strictly peace- 
ful and causes no obstruction to the 
public.” 3 
The committee further reminded 
sellers of foreign cloth and yarn and 
also congress workers that “the boy- 
eott of foreign cloth, being a vital ne- 
cessity in the interest of the masses, 
is a permanent feature of the nation- 
al activities and will remain so until 
the nation acquires power to exclude 
foreign cloth and foreign yarn from 
India, whether by total prohibition 
or by prohibitive tariff.” 
The boycott embraces not only Brit- 
ish but American and all other for- 
eign cloth and yarn.

This was in connection with the 
affair which has caused Major Gen- 
eral Smedley D.: Butler of the United 
‘States marines to be summoned for 
court-martial. Butler is accused of 
implying that Mussolini‘ was a_ hit- 
and-run driver and is said to have 
based his account on the story of a 
motor ride Vanderbilt took with the 
premier. 

“Vanderbilt had an audience with 
Premier Mussolini about five years 
ago,” said a foreign office statement, 
“but it merely was a brief audience 
such as hundreds of foreigners have 
been granted. 

“We wish to reiterate emphatically 
that Vanderbilt never has been driven 
in an automobile by Premier” Musso- 
lini.”

state deficit of $6,200,000, the ex- 
traordinary session of the general as- 
sembly will begin its fifth week at 
11 o'clock this morning with a de- 
termined effort to raise an emer- 
gency fund for the state’s charitable 
institutions and, before adjourning. 
get out of the way a few pieces of 
constructive legislation which leaders 
believe stand a better chance of pas- 
sage now than at the regular session 
in June. 

As the gavels fall in each house this 
morning, the fight between the house 
and the senate over what plan shall | 
finally be adopted for meeting the 
deficit, in whole ’or in part, will be 
before the full membership of the as- 
sembly for the first time since Gover- 
nor Hardman issued his proclamation. 

Unless the house agrees to postpone 
debate, the Battle-Allen plan of dis- 
counting Western & Atlantic railroad 
rentals will come up as unfinished 
business and ready for argument. 
Liopted by the ways and means com- 
mittee by a vote of 36 to 6, the bill 
| would provide for the sale of the rail- 
‘road warrants for 10 years and yield 
the treasury approximately $3,450,000 
to be apportioned by the governor. 

Already the senate has adopted the 
Lane bill to place all revenue, includ- 
ing highway funds, into the géneral 
treasury, and leaders in the upper 
branch have forced the fighting over 
diversion while the house has been 
considering the rental plan and a 
series of revenue-raising measures 
which, under the constitutional re- 
quirements, have to get a start in the 
lower branch. 

Floor developments during the next 
few days are expected to reveal ef- 
'forts of leaders made during the past 
‘week to agree on one railroad rental 
plan and turn its attention to such 
'matters as the passage of. a bill pro- 
| viding for the adoption of a constitu- 
tional amendment avhich would bring 
about the classification of intangible 
property for taxation. 

While such a measure, if enacted 
‘at this session, would not yield any 
revenue immediately applicable to the 

treasury needs it would get out of the 
| way a piece of legislation strongly fa- 
_vored at the 1929 regular session and

AILMENTS BLAMED 


N TAXATION PLAN| 


State’s Progress Depends 
on Abandonment of Uni- 
form Property Tax, As- 
sociation Survey Says. 


Georgia's economic, educational and 
industrial progress depends upon 
abandonment of the uniform general 
property tax, adoption of an effective 
budget system, establishment of a mod- 
ern tax commission, and consolidation 
and sharp reduction of the number of 
local governmental units, according to 


'a survey made public Sunday by the 


Georgia Tax Revision Association. 

In a new pamphlet entitled, “How 
Georgia Ranks and Why,” which deals 
intimately with the relative standinz 
of Georgia with other states in the 
southeast, the association points out 
that during 1929, 150 counties of 
Georgia received more from the state 
than they paid to it in property, poll 
and professional taxes, This part of 
the survey shows that while Fulton 
county paid into the state treasury 
$1,456,883.36, five other counties paid 


less than $5,000 each; Fulton coun- 


ty s percentage of the total revenue 
turned over to the state was 24; eight 
counties combined paid another 25 
per cent; 39 counties combined paid 
26 per cent; 80 other counties 21 
per cent and 33 counties combined 
4+ per cent. 

“Nine counties,” the pamphlet sets 
forth, “pay one-half of the total state 
taxes in Georgia. One hundred and 
thirteen counties combined pay only 
one-fourth, or about the same as the 
one county of Fulton pays. Many coun- 
ties receive from the state treasury 
twice or three times as much as they 
pay into it. One county received $3 
for. every $1 it paid.” 

Under the subcaption, .“Some Un- 
pleasant Facts,” the association's pam-

“In 1920 there were more than 66.-

Village of Philanthro- 
pist’s Boyhood Remem- 
bers Him as Lovable Lad

TALBOTTON, Ga., Feb. 1—The 
tiny village of Talbotton Sunday night 
paid homage to the memory of a world 


figure whom it saw, not as a mer-| 


chant-prince whose decrees once re- 
verberated upon the exchanges of 
Paris, London and New York, but as 
a sharp-witted, fun-loving schoolboy 
with unruly black hair, twinkling 
eyes, and the habit of winning at 
marbles. That boy was the late Na- 
than- Straus. 

When destiny brought him from 
Rhenish Bavaria to this southern ham- 
let which, during his entire life, he 
was to call “home,” he was just an- 
other Jewish immigrant lad, full of 
dreams, no doubt, and extravagant 
visions of the future, and all those 
lofty ambitions which have driven 


-his race onward and upward through- 


out the ages. But, in Talbotton’s 
matter-of-fact eyes he was just a lov- 
able six-year-old, Jewish lad. It was 
on this basis that the people of Tal- 
botton actepted him, and it was this 
lad to whom in their hearts they paid 
tribute Sunday night in services 
marked by that beauty which resides 
in simplicity alone.

Searfo 
was arrested the next day in a raid 
on his headquarters and in the fight 
that ensued a policeman and two 
gangsters lost their lives. 

Authorities .said Scarfo confessed 
he and Di Giovanni were the organ- 
izers of a bombing attempt against 
the branch of the First National bank 
of Boston here during the Sacco-Van- 
zetti demonstrations in 1927. The 
two were believed to have been in- 
volved in a series of railroad station 
bombings in which several persons 
were killed. Their gang also partic- 
ipated in political agitations and coun- 
terfeiting.

STATES’ RIGHTS PLAN 
ON DRY LAW OFFERED 


WASHINGTON, Feb. ( 1.—(#)— 
Wet states would be permitted to 
manufacture 3.75 per cent beer and 
dry states would be kept arid under 
proposals advanced today by Repre- 
sentative Cochran, of Missouri, a dem- 
ocrat anti-prohibitionist. 

Measures prepared for introduction 
tomorrow would amend the Volstead 
act to permit the manufacture of 3.75 
per cent beer and amend the Webb- 
Kenyon act to give dry states the 
right to prohibit manufacture and sale 
of Jiquor. 

“Former Governor Alfred Smith, of 
New York,” Cochran said in a state- 
ment, “defended in a speech recently 
the doctrine of states’ rights, assert- 
ing that no one wants to make Kan- 
sas wet when Kansas desires to be 
dry but he added that Kansas had no 
right to tell other states to be dry. 

“My bills are in line with Gover- 
nor Smith’s views, as they will per- 
mit Kansas or any other state to re- 
main dry and at the same time per- 
mit Missouri, New York or any other 
state to sell non-intoxicating cereal 
beverages if the legislature of the 
state enacted legislation so permit- 
ting.’ 

Cochran said the Wickersham com- 
mission “came to one unanimous con- 
clusion and that was that there was 
no adequate observance nor adequate 
enforcement of the eighteenth amend-

To those who saw the house lead- 
ers at the moment the democratic sen- 
ators delivered their demands, it was 
clear ‘iat the house leaders were at 
once astonished and jubilant. 
is some reason. to believe the demo- 
cratic senators did not intend to put 
themselves in the position of deliver- 
ing an ultimatum. Demoepatic Sen- 
ate Leader ‘Robinson, of Arkansas, in 
announcing the position of the dem- 
ocrats, said it “was not intended as 
a threat.” House leaders think the 
democratic leaders were led by the 
strength of their feeling into taking 
an attitude that puts them in the 
wrong. The house under the consti- 
tution has the initiative in appropria- 
tions and a primary responsibility 
for them.

The principal one, $25,000,- 
000, involves the already familiar 
question dominating the controversy, 
whether relief shall be carried on by 
the Red Cross in its usual way or by 
government appropriation, with the 
house standing by the regular Red 
|! Cross method. 

On this the house leaders feel they 
already have or will secure the sup- 
port of public opinion.

WELDERS CONSTRUCT 
ENORMOUS GAS TANK 


Elsewhere on this page today there 
appears a-picture of a large gas tank 
that was made by the Bird-Potts 
Welding Company, of this city, for 
the Commercial Acetylene Supply 
Company, of Hamilton avenue, in the 
Grant park section. 

The interesting feature about this 
large gas tank is that it was built 
without a bolt or rivet and the young 
man in the picture is showing the 
young woman where the great iron 
plates are welded together. making 
an air, water or gas-tight joint. 

This tank was designed by thé en- 

gineering department of the  Bird- 
Potts Company and built their 
South Pryor street plant. The upper 
or bell part contains acetylene gas, 
which is made from carbide lime, and 
the bell is the container or storage 
tank for the manufactured gas, and 
from this tank is shipped in the small 
metal containers, acetylene gas for 
welding, road and water signals, bea- 
con lights and dozens of other pur- 
poses to all parts of the south and 
west. 
As the newly made gas is forced 
into the bell from the generating 
plant, it raises the bell up to the 
top of the iron framework so that 
at different times of the day the bell 
is at different heights, the illustra- 
tion showing it not quite half way 
as high as it raises. 

The lower part of the tank is larg- 
er by 16 inches all around than the 
bell tank and this space between the 
two is filled with water and so well 
was the tank welded together that not 
a drop of water has ever leaked from 
it anywhere and no gas has ever 
escaped from the gas tank.
